HILL'S "ADVISER" ALSO DISMISSED 


ON FRAUD CHARGES 


W. W. Dicksbn Who, HU1 Claims, Told Him It was Right to 


Do Wrong, is Also Discharged and Disgraced. 


Mr. Hill was removed as Postmaster at Lester 


shire by President Roosevelt in May, 1907, for— 


1. "Pernicious Political Activity." 
2. "Padding receipts." 
3i "Defrauding Government of $3,305.49, etc." 
4. "Farming out office." 
In a desperate effort to shelter himself from the 


storm of criticism which is overwhelming his candi- 
dacy for Congress, following the publication of his 
"official record" as Postmaster as it appears on the 
books of the Post Office Department at Washington, 
Mr. Hill is publishing and circulating a letter which 
he claims he got from a \V. W. Dickson, a former 
Post Office inspector, in which Mr. Dickson says he 
advised Mr. Hill that the acts, for which Mr. Hill was 
removed by President Roosevelt, were proper and 
legal. 


Dickson in Same Class as Hill 


The Dickson letter to Hill, as published by Hill,

fore the Legislature, Senator Hill Coted to retain the 
law, as a measure of public safety and for the protec- 
tion of railroad men. 


Senator Hill was author of the bill which re- 


quires every locomotive in the state to be equipped 
with an enclosed cab for ihe protection of engmeraen 
and firemen, protection ichich is necessary not only

for the safety of the employes but of ihe lices and 
properly entrusted to their care. ^ 


X^Tien selfish interests sought to break down the 


protection which the law has thrown around women 
and children who toil in factories. Senator Hill's cote 
t£a$ cast for the icorJ^ers and against the interests that 
sought under a specious plea of war-time necessity to 
gain an advantage over the workers. 


He fought'for and helped to secure the enact- 


ment of the bill to prevent industrial slavery or women

in sweatshops, the Minimum Wage for Women bill. 
This law provides that every woman in industry must 
be paid a living wage. It is in the interests of public 
morality and common decency. It prevents the ex- 
ploitation of the mothers of future generations of 
Americans, of the children who will be the voting men 
and women on whom the very life of our country in 
years to come depends. 


When the officers of the Dairymen's League 


were indicted in New York City for combining to fix 
a living price for their milk, of the 200 men in the Leg- 
islature- Senator Hill and Assemblyman Lord of 
Chenango county were the only men who found a 
remedy lor the situation that threatened to affect the 
living "of even- family. 
Under pressure of the Milk 


Truit, the farmers had been forced to sell theirjnilk 
consigned lo the big cities at a price fixed by the I rust. 
The farmers could not live at the price offered, and 
were selling their herds, curtailing the output and 
forcing the milk throughout the state to a higher level. 


By the Hill-Lord bill, amending the Donnelly 


Anti-Trust act, farmers were given the right to or- 
ganize for the sale of their products, so that they could 
<?et a living price. This put the farmer in the same 
position that Labor occupies. It enabled them to make 
a living profit, encouraged milk production, stopped 
the sale of dairies, and precented a milk famine.
